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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1. Applicant's proposed amendment after final filed 3/30/2005 places the application in 
condition for allowance and has been entered. To clarify the record at this point in the 
prosecution, claims 1-3, 5, 6, 9, 12-14, 17-22, 24, 25, 28, and 29 are pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-3,5, 6, 9, 12-14, 17-22, 24, 25, 28, and 29 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant amended 
the claims to recite the allowable subject matter indicated in prior Office actions. The reasons 
for allowance of the claims remain the same as set-forth in prior Office actions.
